A record 24,847 responses have 
been received to the biennial 
questionnaire circulated by Con- 
gressman Robert M c C 1 o r y 
throughout his 12th Illinois Dis- 
trict comprising Lake and' Mc- 
Henry Counties and Hanover and 
Barringtoh Townships in Cook 
County.

Contracts for new equipment 
and services for the 1909-70 school 
year at Antioch High School 
have been awarded by the Anti- 
och High School Board of Educa- 
tion. 

The board also approved salary 
increases for non-faculty person- 
nel. Included in the increases 
were $31 per month for secretory 
help; $10 a month hike for full 
time cafeteria help and $5 for 
part-time; and '$55 to custodians. 
In other action ..the board ap- 
proved Antioch Electric Service 
to remove two light poles at the 
football field at a cost of $200 to 
make room for the school's ex- 
pansion program. 

The board also authorized the 
firm to Install new lighting in the 
cafeteria for conversion to class- 
room use at n cost of $765. Also 
authorized was $317 for new fur- 
niture. 

A bid of $3,300 for a folding 
accordion door at the new cafe- 
teria that is to be used as - a 
classroom went to Hufcor Co., 
Jancsvillc. 

Ted's Stale Line Service was 
the low bidder on a contract, to 
supply five tires at a cost of 
$68.57 each. 

The lone bidder on ice cream, 
Beatrice Foods, was awarded a 
contract and Willow Dale Dairy 
received the milk contract with 
a bid of .086 per one-halt quart. 
Home. Insurance Representative 
Lester Sorenson. was given the 
student accident insurance con- 
tract at a cost of $4n-pcr student 
with an $18 premium for mem* 
bers of the football team. 

The. board also voted to con- 
tinue to hold girls* physical edu- 
cation classes at (he Antioch 
Bowling Lanes because of the 
crowded conditions. 

The Rotary Club also doqatcd 
sight patio benches, an exercise 
machine for the boys' physical 
education department and a tap- 
ing tabic for the athletic depart- 
ment.

Costly Trash 

Trash on the highways in Lake County is 
beginning to be a big problem, both manpower- 
^ise and money-wise. it ; 

The litter includes junk cars, trash and deb- 
ris and- it is costing the county highway depart- 
ment about $20,000 a year to pick it up. 

The county expenditure, according to Lake 
County Board Chairman Robert Depke is small 
compared to the total cost to local governments-. 

Depke said similar expenditures are made 
in townships, cities, villages and by the state. 

The board is considering enacting a "tough" 
ordinance to deal with the problem whereby a 
property owner can be cited and brought into 
court. i 

Removal of junk cars from county main- 
tained roads alone, is costing about $500 per 
month.

Despite the strict law.regulat- 
: lng^e_sale_oLdangero^sjQre- 
works In Illinois, the illegal sale 
of bootlegged fireworks is still a 
menace warns the Illinois Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness. 

Individual ownership and use of 
fireworks has definitely been out- 
lawed in the State since 1950. 
In that' year, the Illinois Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness, 
finally forced passage of a bill 
restricting the sale and use of' 
dangerous fireworks in the State. 

Illegal fireworks that can 
maim and blind can still be pur- 
chased by school children. Un- 
scrupulous salesmen often bring 
carloads of fireworks into the 
State from "., unrestricted areas 
and peddle them to youngsters on 
abandoned lots and even at' school 
street crossings, despite the con- 
stant vigilance by the police. 

The provisions of the law re- 
stricts the sale and use of fire- 
works to authorized public dis- 
plays. There was never an in-" 
tcntion of depriving youngsters 
of the thrill and excitement of 
watching Iho fireworks display 
which lias traditionally highlight- 
ed the celebration of the 4th of 
"July. Community public fire- 
works displays, run by licensed 
technicians, provide the same 
thrill and excitement which we 
alt experienced as children, with- 
out the horrible burns that often 
resulted when these were ignited 
by inexperienced persons.

These have a great appeal for 
children, and they don't seem to 
have too much trouble purchasing 
them. Their color, size and shape 
often deceive ^youngsters into 
thinking they are candy. One 
child died from the arsenic con- 
tained in. the tiny explosive, after 
swallowing one whole. Other 
children have received serious 
burns. , They are potentially a 
great danger to vision because 
they require no source of- igni- 
tion. Evcn^a hard bump can 
explode them. ■"<■- ■. 

Equally .dangerous, although 
sold legally, arc highway safety 
flares, substituted for' fireworks. 
Such flares are a safety "must" 



for motorists fn trouble, but not 
toys for children. They burn at 
several times the heat of gas 
flame and can produce painful 
burns. Every year children suf- 
fer injuries from safety flares 
yet stores advertise them for a 
"Sate and Sane 4th of July." 

Blasting caps, although sold 
legally, "are another potential 
source of danger, particularly in 
farm communities. Blasting caps 
are- high explosives used to set 
off other, explosives. This means 
they arc dangerous. That's why, 
in industry, they arc used only 
by trained experts. In inexper- 
ienced • hands they can maim, 
injure and even kill! Children 
sometimes play with these with 
disastrous results. 

Another disturbing development 
in recent years is the fact that 
many adolescents arc now experi- 
menting with homemade rockets 
and powder bombs. They can 
maim or even kill." Sale of the 
materials Tor making these is not 
restricted by law. ; 

It is of utmosl importance for 
parents lo bo constantly alert, to 
Hie potential dangers of fireworks 
and to ..leach t he jir yousig children 
and teenagers the importance of 
avoiding them.

* (Continued front page one) 
for increased services, but state 
government has grown faster. 

"Illinois remains a low-tax, 
high income state. It has been 
tightly administered by Gover- 
nors of both parties for many 
years,' "The last Census Bureau 
report on public employment, as 
of October, 1968, showed only 
two states— New Jersey and Ohio 
—employed fewer state workers 
per unit of population than Illi- 
nois. 

"The pressure is now tremen- 
dous to expand state government 
and provide more services, Evi- 
dently, the Governor's original 
proposal for a 45 per cent in-, 
crease in state government ex- 
penditure, will not be approved by 
the legislature, but (here is still 
probability of new taxes and a 
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growth in the government, 

"If municipalities are to do 
their work properly, a new Con- 
stitution should give them powers 
of administration and control of 
their own local affairs, subject 
to. General Assembly limitation 
or veto. 

"The shift of population from 
rural areas to the cities and sub- 
urbs has created new problems 
which can best be handled close 
to home, To meet and solve them 
local governments must be given 
the jurisdiction and the responsi- 
bility to. raise the money to pay 
the costs."
